The crowd followed the men to 
their boarding house and a fight en­ 
sued, in which Lampkin and Brant 
had the 
worst of it. 
The non-union 
men had to be carried into the house, 
although they pulled revolvers on the 
crowd. 
Patrick O'Connor, Harry Kirkbride, 
Et! Bunting and Richard Rumbaugh 
went before ’Squire Haney and plead­ 
ed guilty to assault and battery and 
paid a fine. Organizer Evans says the

Lampkin and Brant went before May­

Few developments of the last 18 
months have been more notable than 
the systematic warfare against the 
mosquito, with ail that it promises for 
the comfort of the future, writes the 
New York Post's Washington corre­ 
spondent. 
Tile mosquito is an annoy­ 
ance of the first rank, not so much in 
some places as In others, but, taking 
the country as a whole, a source of 
very considerable loss. It render!some 
good sized districts not worth living in 
aud adds to Die warm weather discom­ 
fort of still larger areas. 
From the experiments of Dr. L. O. 
Howard, the entomologist of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, of which the 
data were widely diffused through the 
official bulletins, It became evident that 
the mosquito was by no means a neces­ 
sary evil. 
When its relation to the 
spread of disease, particularly of ma­ 
laria, became established, a decided 
Impetus was given to the movement 
for Its extermination, and that move­ 
ment is now well under way. A brief 
and Informal review of the first year’s 
accomplishments may not be without 
interest. 
The scientific stage In tile 
warfare against Ute mosquito has pass­ 
ed. 
We are now in the more practical 
stage of seeing what can be done to 
carry out tile plans recommended by 
the scientists. 
Unfortunately, perhaps 
—for tile plans have undergone a se­ 
verer test on that account—this has 
been a great mosquito year. The early 
rains were so heavy and widespread as 
to leave pools of water standing late in 
the summer in plnces which are ordi­ 
narily dry, ami the mosquito crop 
seems to d pend upon available re­ 
sources In the way of stagnant water. 
The experiments in fighting malaria 
have made the mosquito a subject for 
tile boards of health, municipal and 
state, which bus given a great impulse 
to tile struggle against the pest. 
It is 
estimated that 50 times as much work 
has been done in the present summer 
toward Its extermination as ever be­ 
fore. 
It bus become almost a fashion 
in one town after another to make war 
u[Kiu the mosquito, and, taken as a 
whole, the results have been most grat­ 
ifying. The failures have occurred in 
places where It was not possible to se­ 
cure sufficient unity of action to make 
the work effective, and ou the principle 
that no chain is stronger than its weak­ 
est link no locality Is better off than 
Its worst quarters for breeding mosqui­ 
toes permit.

City takes equally effective measures. 
Just now there Is considerable prospect 
that Baltimore will move In the matter. 
and then each city will strengthen the 
other. 
So It will be with every station 
along the line. 
One of the most interesting of current 
experiments 
Is that 
In 
Charleston, 
where a midwinter exposition is now In 
preparation. 
The city Is going to take 
this occasion to see what It can do to 
drive out the mosquito, and perhaps by 
the time Its visitors arrive they will 
find that the old fashioned nettings 
have become obsolete. 
After the mos 
quito is gone and forgotten, lf that 
good time ever comes, the house fly will 
have to make the fight of his life to 
survive.

Miss Estelle Reel, national superin 
tendent of Indian schools, has coni 
piled a uniform course of study in 31 
subjects such as the Indian should 
learn to become self supporting, says a 
Washington dispatch. Aside from the 
literary branches the course includes 
agriculture, linking, basketry, black­ 
smithing, carpentry, cooking, dairying, 
engineering, gardening, harness mak­ 
ing, housekeeping, laundering, print­ 
ing, painting, sewing, shoemaking, tai­ 
loring and upholstering. 
The course bas been in preparation 
for the past three years and embodies 
ideas of the needs of the Indian school 
service that Miss Reel has acquired 
from personal observation in the field, 
together with the views of the various 
superintendents and Indian workers of 
the United States, many of whom have 
spent a score of years in the work. This 
is the first course of study in book 
form and is more comprehensive than 
auy yet introduced into the Indian 
schools.

Pa., Aug. IO.—In spite of 
th e utm ost vigilance of the striking 
steelw orkers in the local plant of the 
Am erican Steel Hoop company, non­ 
union men were quietly landed within 
Hie inclosure of the mill 
h e r e some 
tim e between m idnight on 
iy 
and early Sunday morning. 
It was 
believed 
there 
w ere 
two 
crews, 
th o u g h the mill was under surveil­ 
lance during th e entire day, the fact 
of the presence of th e imported men 
was not definitely known. 
The offi­ 
cials of the com pany declined to dis­ 
cuss the presence of strangers nor to 
intim ate in any way th a t they were 
there, but definite inform ation was 
learned that two crews were present 
t a d the piant would s ta rt up at an 
early hour this morning. 
Many strikers refused to believe It 
last night when it was told them and 
would not be convinced unless the 
m achinery in the big plant began to 
move this morning. 
Incensed at Town Authorities. 
W h at 
the strik ers will do when 
they discover th at they have been out- 
v itted by the tru st is not possible to 
conjecture. 
T he m en are becoming 
desperate 
and 
thoroughly incensed 
over the way the tow n 
authorities 
have treated them . 
T he 
company, 
however, is prepared to give the new 
m en ample protection and have placed 
a high board fence about the entire 
property, and on top of this is an ad 
ditlonal guard of barbed wire. 
The 
whole fence is strongly guarded bj 
t p ed a l police, who are arm ed and will 
n e t perm it anyone to get n ear the in­ 
closure. 
As announced

wreek. a man 
known as “Alabam a Joe." who is quite 
fam ous in securing strike breakers, 
was hired to bring the men to this 
plant, and he was given perfect free­ 
dom to gather,

up sufficient m en to m an two mills 
on d then notified the officials of the 
company th at he was ready to bring

* A provisional boarding house was 
built within the enclosure of Hie plant,

accom m odations for 53 
men. 
A store room fo-r placing pro­ 
visions wife also provided and it was 
Piled with provisions during the past 
lew days. 
T hese preparations s ta rt­ 
ed the strikers on a desperate hunt 
for the men whom they suspected 
would come. 
They hovered about the 
plant so num erously th a t the town 
chi d a is finally ordered 
them aw ay 
from the premises. 
Along the river 
bank tho strikers held a strong cor- 
<011 of pickets, 
w h o watched every 
move made by th e com pany’s officials. 
These men were also ordered to move 
away, and they did so.

mill balked by 
the officials of the 
town, the strikers secured a num ber 
of skiffs and patrolled tile river front,

The great fire of Saturday was one 
of the ©everest tests the Hast Liver­ 
pool fire department has ever had. 
Considering the conditions and disad­ 
vantages under which they labored, 
they acquitted themselves nobly, ren­ 
dering as good service as any fire­ 
men could. 
But this fire has made 
it plain that the city is not as well 
equipped as It ought to be for fight­ 
ing large fires.

The Chicago aud Eastern Illinois is 
equipping Its double track between 
Chicago and Momence, Ills., a distance 
of 33 miles, with a new safety signal 
system, says the St. Louis Republic, 
i This Will be the first test ever made of 
this device on a full division of road. 
J and it will be carefully watched by 
railroad men from all parts of the 
country. The Miller signal is an elec­ 
trical device invented by IL V. Miller. 
| superintendent of telegraph of the Al­ 
ton railroad, and does away with sem­ 
aphores. their complicated machinery 
1 and expensive maintenance. 
The Aimer system Is placed In the 
engipe cab. When the track Is clear, a 
; white light barns constantly. When It 
is obstructed, a red light burns. The 
track Is divided into insulated blocks, 
i the length varying according to the 
! conditions. If the rood is crooked, the 
blocks are not to exceed half a mile 
long, lf the track is straight.they may 
he longer. 
Any obstruction In any 
block, whether it he a train, an open 
Switch or a ear blown off the siding, is 
at once detected by the engineer. The 
signal is operated by a small storage 
battery’ under the cab scat In the en­ 
gine and by batteries placed in boxes 
below the frost line along the track. 
It Is claimed that neither frost, fog. 
snow, rain nor any of the things which 
so seriously Interfere with the working 
of other signals can have any effect on 
the Miller signal. The engineer has the 
lights in front of him, and as long as 
his white light Is burning he knows 
that the track ahead of him Is clear for 
at least two blocks. It is also claimed 
that by the use of this device trains 
can he run on closer schedule, with less 
danger, than by any other method now 
in use. The block systems now’ In use 
cost about $1,000 a mile, while the Mil­ 
ler signal costs about half that sum. 
The cost of maintenance of the Miller 
signal is quite small.

Testing Miller bfgnal System. 


GAUSE OF RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


Wont of Thom l)ae to Nearonia, Sore* 
Ur. A lexander Scott of 
Several t nae* Cited—flan on Penn­ 
sylvania Dutch by the Lehigh Val­ 
ley Road, 


The Chicago aud Eastern Illinois Is 
equipping Its double track between 
Chicago and Momence, Ills., a distance 
of 33 miles, with a new safety signal 
system, says the St. Louis Republic. 
Tills will be the first test ever made of 
this device on a full division of road, 
and it will he carefully watched by 
railroad mon from all parts of tho 
country. The Miller signal is an elec­ 
trical device Invented by IL V. Miller, 
superintendent of telegraph of the Al­ 
ton railroad, and does away with sem­ 
aphores. their complicated machinery 
and expensive maintenance. 
The Miller system Is placed In the 
engine cab. Whet) the track Is clear, a 
white light burns constantly. When It 
Is obstructed, a red light burns. The 
track Is divided Into Insulated blocks, 
the length varying according to tho 
conditions. If the road is crooked, the 
blocks are not to exceed half a mile 
long. If the track is straight.they may 
be longer. 
Any obstruction in any 
block, whether it be a train, an open 
switch or a car blown off the siding. Is 
at once detected by the engineer. The 
signal is operated by a small storage 
battery under the cab scat in the en­ 
gine ami by batteries placed in boxes 
below the frost line along the track. 
It Is claimed that neither frost, fog. 
snow, rain nor any of the things w’hich 
so seriously interfere with the working 
of other signals can have any effect on 
the Miller signal. The engineer has the 
lights In front of him, and as long as 
his w’hite light Is burning he knows 
that the track ahead of him is clear for 
at least two blocks. It Is also claimed 
that by the use of this device trains 
can be run on closer schedule, with less 
| danger, than by any other method now 
! In use. The block systems now in use 
: cost about $1,000 a mile, while the Mil­ 
ler signal costs about half that sum. 
I The eost of maintenance of the Miller 
! signal is quite small.
